Response to Applicant's Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments filed 04/25/2005 along with the Request for 
Reconsideration under 37 CFR 1.116 have been fully considered, but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicant's argument centered on only one issue, i.e., that Baarman's flow 
sensor is not disposed within the fluid treatment zone. This argument is unpersuasive, 
since Baarman et al. (USPAT 6,436,299) clearly recite in Col. 18/11.46-50 that the flow 
sensor 440 including the circuit 104 shown in Fig.9 is only an example. This inherently 
means that Baarman's flow sensor 440 may be substituted by any other flow sensor 
conventional in the art. 

To correctly understand, what is meant by Baarman et al., one of ordinary skill in 
the art may take the statement of Cohen (USPAT 6,317,051), reciting in Col.2/ll.57-67 
that the flow sensors 14 and 16 shown in Fig.1 may be replaced by any other flow 
sensor known in the art. As further recited in Col.3/ll.1-5, these substitute flow sensors 
include "differential pressure transducer", "rotating paddle wheel", "rotometer" and 
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"mass flow meter", all known in the art as sensors to be disposed within the fluid to be 
measured, as recited in Applicant's claim(s). 

Applicant's further arguments against other claim rejections refer back to 
Applicant's previous argument against Baarman's flow sensor, and hence, are similarly 
unpersuasive. 

CONCLUSION 

6. For the reasons stated above, claims 1-27 are held prima facie obvious 
over the cited prior arts for reasons of record.
